Russian in the ranks at El Toro, not Atsugi, in the Spring of 1959. 
THORNLEY was not asked if he had been to- Atsugi. He left El Toro 
and went "overseas" in June 1959. ■ (11 H 85) . THORNLEY testified 

that he arrived in New Orleans on either September 3 or 4, 1953
